Again it has been said 
that‘‘honestyis the best policy.”’ 
But to deal honestly ,and squarely 
is as much the outflow of a right- 


ous life as pure water froma 


clear spring. 

To deal unjustly, deceive in a 
business transaction,fail to keep 
our word, keep another’s goods 
without satisfactory exchange, 
can be nothing short of the fruits 
ofa crooked or unrighteous 
heart. Yet such things are so 
common today that it appears 
that ministers of the gospel and 
leaders in the churches are wink- 
ing at them and passing them 
over ag no great evil. 

If amancan cover up his old 
debts and continue to make oth- 
ers with no intention of paying 
and yetkeep his Christian ex- 
perience and be worthy of a 
place among us, then we see no 
special need for dealing with 
members who are guilty of oth- 
er offenses. 

Aman who is dishonest in 
business matters is nota de- 
pendable man for any place 
where Christian character is re- 
quired. If money can move him 
from his integrity it is a certain- 
ty that grace does not hold him. 
He might deal honestly and yet 
make Mammon his god, but how 
much worse if he isso moved 
that he employs crooked meth- 
ods for holding that which is not 
his own? 

How ministers, deacons and 


- others who claim full favor with 


God can go on toward the judg- 
ment with honest obligations 
unmet, and making no effort to 
meet them, we fail tosee. If 
other sinners have to meet their 
sins you willtoo. | 

You may say “‘Oh, we expect 
to meet these obligations some 
time, when we areable.”? But 
at the same time they are mak- 
ing no effort. They spend alot 
in useless dress and eating and 
drinking that could be saved, 
and insome cases the children 
are allowed to run over the 
parent’s wishes and waste a lot 
and run their parents hopelessly 
in debt. If this is the case with 
you, you need not expect the 
Lord to help you out until you 
fili the place God has put you 
in, control your family and 
bring them up in the way they 


should go. 
This is an age of deception, 
dishonesty, selfishness, when 


men are so crazed with greed, 
the love of money and material 
things, as perhaps the world has 
never known. This spirit seems 
to be engendered in the human 
heart and is such a common 
thing today that it is no unusual 


thing for mento defraud their 


fellow man in every way they 
can possibly conceive—beat 


their grocery bills, refuse to 
pay any kindof an honest ac- 
count, run off with their em- 
ployee’s money, bank officials 
do away with the money en- 
trusted to their care, etc., and 
this crooked, unrighteous, un-

principled, covetous, damning 
practice has gotten such a firm 
hold upon men that nothing but 
the grace and power of God can 
liberate from its awful fangs. 

Men and women who other- 
wise seem respectable, intelli- 
gentand refined are contami- 
nated with this evil. How 
many have sold themselves for 
a little ‘‘filthy lucre” and then 
died accursed. oi 

And to our shame, be it said, 
how many whe profess the full 
salvation of the Lord are infest- 
ed with this terrible evil, covet- 
ousness.

Some 
of God’s professed Israel today 
are being ruined, destroyed by 
some certain ‘‘ites” that are al- 
lowed to hang on and exist.

only in food and sleep, but in 
all things, natural and spiritual. 


But what great matter is there 
in this? Have we not all of this 
when we are justified? Ans. 

What! total resignation to the 
will of God without any mixture 
of selfwill? Gentleness without 
any touch of anger, even the 
moment we are provoked? Love 
to God without the least love to 
the creature ; but in and for God, 
exeluding all pride? Love to 
man, excluding all envy, all jeal- 
ousy, and rash judging? Meek- 
ness, keeping the whole — soul 
invariably calm? And temper- 
ate in all things? Deny that 
any ever come up to this if you 
please; but do not say that all 
who are justified do. 


How can those who are thus 
sealed, grieve the Holy Spirit of 
God? Ans. St. Paul tells you 
very particularly.(1)By such 
conversation as is not profitable, 
not to the use of edifying, nor 
apt to minister grace to the 
hearers.(2)By relapsing into 
bitterness, or want of kindness. 
(8) By wrath, lasting displeasure, 
or want of tenderheartedness. 
| (4) By anger, how ever soon it is 
over; want of instantly forgiv- 


.ing one another.(5)By clamor, 
or brawling; loud harsh speak- 
‘ing. (6)By evil speaking, whis- 
pering, talebearing, needlessly 
mentioning the fault of an 
absent party, though in ever s0 


soft a manner. 





But some who have much love, 
peace, and joy, yet have not the 
witness; and others who think 
they have, are nevertheless 
wanting in the fruit. How 
many I shall not say; perhaps 
one in ten, perhaps more or 
fewer. 

Some are undeniably wanting | 
iv longsuffering, and Christian | 
resignation.

If they are reproved or contra- 
dicted, though mildly, they do 
not take it well; they behave 
with more distance and reserve 
than they did before. If they 
are reproved or contradicted 
harshly, they answer with harsh- 
ness, with a loud voice, in an 
angry tone, or in a sharp or sur- 
ly manner. They speak sharply 
or roughly when they reprove 
others; and behave roughly to- 
ward their inferiors. 

Some are wanting in goodness, 
they are not kind, mild, sweet, 
amiable, soft and loving at all 
times, in their spirit, in their 
words, in their looks, and in the 
whole tenor of their behavior, 
and that to all, high or lew, rich 
and poor, withvut 
person, particularly 


ness, or goodness ; either in fideli- 
ty, meekness, or temperance. 
Let us not then, on either hand, 
fight aboat words; in the thing, 
we clearly agree. You have not 
what I call ‘‘Christian perfec- 
tion ;’’ if others will call so, they 
may. However, hold fast what 
you have and earnestly pray for 
what you have not.”’

Some are wanting in meek; 
ness, quietness of spirit, com- 
posure, evenness of temper;

their minds are not well balanc- 
ed. Their affections are either 
not in due proportion, they have 
too much of one, too little of 
another or they are not duly 
mixed and tempered together, so 
as to counterpoise each other; 
hence there is often a jar. The 
soul is out of tune, and cannot 
make the true harmony. 

Some are wanting in temper- 
ance. They do not steadily use 
that kind and degree of food 
which they know, or might 
know, is most conducive to the 
health, strength and vigor of the 
body. Or they are not temper- 
ate insleep, tuey do not rigor- 
ously adhere to what is best for 
body and mind. Otherwise they 
would constantly retire and rise 
early, and at a fixed hour. They 
sup late; which is neither goud 
for body norsoul.They use neith.- 
er fasting nor abstinence. They 
prefer that preaching, reading 
which gives 
them a transient joy and com- 
fort, before that which brings 
godly sorrow or instruction in 
Such joy is not 
sanctified; it doth not tend to, 
and terminate in the crucifixion 
of the heart.
